NARRATIVE OK PROCEEDINGS. 

The session was opened by Bishop Scott, on Thursday 7 r. 
m., Dec. 22, L870. A fter reading the Scriptures and singing, 
prayer was offered by Henry Green and Wm. M. Daily. 

The daily religious services succeeding wef e led by W. 1*. 
Forest, S.Chi nn, B. Williams, S. Osborn and II. Green. 

The usual draft on Charged Fund for $30 was authorized 
the first day. 

Dr. J. H. Vincent, the Corresponding Secretary of our 
Sunday School Union, was present during the last half of ftie 
session. His sermon on the Sabbath, and his addresses before 
the Conference and S. S. Convention, will belong remembered 
and praised. A new impulse was giveiyfeo the Sunday School 
cause by his visit and labors ' among us. And right heartily 
did we all rise up to vote the resolution moved by Dr. Daily. 

"That we hail with gratitude and pleasure the visit of Rev. 
Dr. Vincent, and that we tender him our warmest hearty 
thanks for his wise counsel, stirring speeches, and valuable 
monitions; and that we invite him to repeat the visit, at his 
earliest convenience, 

Dr.R, Rust, Corresponding Secretary of the Freedmen's 
Aid Society also spent several days with us, after having 
visited the Teche country, and the site of the « Thompson 
University/' He was complimented with two resolutions of 
*anfcs, one on motion of S. Osborn, and one subsequently, by 
R.K, Diossy. The first commended the address and expressed 
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kind wishes, while the second very properly spoke of trim a* 
u our tried friend Dr. Rust," and thanked him for his valuable 
services to the cause of Education amongst us." 

Bishop Scott's presence this second successive year, was a 
matter of great satisfaction to the Conference. And liis ser- 
mon on the Sabbath morning, as well as his official action 
throughout, lias added largely to the esteem universally enter 
tained for him, in our Conference. 

The report of the Hook Committee and the exhibit of the 
Boot concern were read and filed. 

Two of our veteran brethren we re readmitted oil their certifi- 
cates of location. Anthony b'oss, and Win. Murrel. 

A special vote was adopted correcting the record of A. Finer, 
so that he was recognized as erroneously omitted in the 
minutes of 1868 when received on trial, lie was then ad- 
mitted into full connection. 

Rev. Philip Barth, late pastor of one of the German cliurelies 
in New Orleans, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was received into full connection on bis credentials. Be was 
introduced to the Conference by Bishop Scott. 

Rev. Jacob [Teber, who had been elected to Elder s orders 
at our last Conference, was ordained on Friday, that lie might 
administer the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in a German 
Lutheran Church, on the Sabbath ensuing. The Bishop was 
assisted by Elders Matlack, Green, Diossy, Chinn and Barth. 

The Conference adjourned on Saturday at 12 m., to attend 
the Missionary Banner Jubilee, held by the Sunday Schools 
of our church, in Ames Chapel, at L' p. m. 

At this Jubilee meeting, Bishop Scott presided. Under the 
direction of "Marshal'' Matlack, aided by Pastor H^rtze! ; 
eleven schools were received and assigned to th^ir pjaees in 
the^pel. The platform around and before the pulpit, was 
filled with the members of the Conference, and was decorated 
with thirteen beautiful banners. These had been presented 
by Northern Sunday Schools, as memorials of esteem and as 
prompters of Missionary zeal. 
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KiiehsHiool, in succession, reported Lts missionary coutribu- 
lion through the Superintendent united in singing a choice 
hymn -and had one of its schools deliver an address. 

Following this rich entertainment, the Bishop gave a brief 
speech and introduced Dr. Rust. His liberal outpouring of 
money to swell the Poet street report, and to provoke S. 0. 
Einly Esq., to a similar stream of benevolence on behalf of 
Ames School No. 2, had added over $200 to the receipts of the 
meeting. And his eloquent words fired and tided all hearts 
with zeal and joy unspeakable. The total result in dollars 
was reported $428.7<>. 

When the jubilee meeting (dosed, the Marshal formed the 
schools into two columns, and countermarched them once 
arouud Tivoli Circle. They were then dismissed, and each 
school moved in procession; headed by their respective banner 
bearers each to its own neighborhood. The procession was a 
sudden beauty, and a wonder to the citizens, who witnessed 
it. And it was ;i great event altogether in the history of the 
children of New ( Orleans. 

A Sabbath School Convention was held on Monday after* 
noon, it embraced the members of conference, the preachers 
generally with the officers, teachers, and friends of the Sunday 
school cause. Many children also were present. Dr. Vincent 
was at home in conducting these exercises, and everybody 
was delighted. (The representative men of the great move- 
ments of the church are no where, more a radiating center of 
power than at the Conferences in our Southern work. Their 
absence is a serious misfortune. Next year the brethren hope 
to see Dr. Harris, Dr. Kynett, Dr. Vincent and Or. Rust all 
with u*. It' advised of their coming in good time, we pro- 
mise ourselves and them, such Anniversaries on behalf of the 
Missionary, Church extension, and Sabbath school interests, as 
they never have seen in their travels.) 

The first Mis; ionary Anniversary was held on Monday flight* 
Stirring addresses were made by Dr. Vincent, Dr. Bust, Rev, 
(1 . fiartzel and others. 
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On the Last day of the session, Rev. Mr. Taylor of the 
African Zion M.. E. Ohiirch was introduced l>\ the Bishop, who 
had been his gliest in Africa many years ago. 

The dosing services were as usual of deep interest, and 
were witnessed by a large audience. The Bishop's brief ad- 
dress was followed by singing a parting hymn. Prayer 
was led by Kev. Anthony Ross. Then came the appointments, 
the doxology, and the farewells. 

In the Appendix following will be found an abstract of the 
reports, the resolutions, the statistics, and a summary of all 
(he action of the ( Jonference. 

The regular business of the conference, as it is done in an- 
swering the seventeen questions of the discipline, has been 
given just as the Bishop presents it, and as the general minutes 
record it. The detail of daily proceedings, with their repeti- 
tion of words and formal motions have been here omitted. 
These are all written out in the Journal of the Conference by 
the Secretary, and need not be printed. 

The advantage of this plan is that the whole business ac- 
tually done, is put before the reader complete in its parts, and 
each partin its proper place. And at the next session ot our 
conference with the Minutes in his hand, each member can 
tollow with his eye the business as the .Bishop presents it 
under the questions as they are numbered in the discipline.

to make it one of the finest in the State." He adds, "much 
nedit is due to the matron, Mrs. Roberts, to the assistants, to 
the teachers employed, and to Rev. R. K. Diossy and his wife, 
whose united efforts secured us the State appropriation. We 
hope in a year from now to be entirely self supporting." 

The Annual Report not yet prepared will furnish as here 
tofore a detailed account of revenues and expenditures. 

Kdvcatiox. — The chairman of the committee, Dr. Daily, 
to an able and elaborate report defines the position of Methodist 
Ministers to the cause of Education, and then deplores the 
absence of common schools within our bounds, especially for 
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" the lately enfranchised." The efforts of the State to In- 
augurate a system of universal public education ate gladly 
recognized, a hearty co-operation therewith is re(50tomended. 

Denominational institutions are needed in addition to these, 
which, we here, are unable to establish. It is therefore hoped 
that, " benevolent and wealthly friends" around may yet conic 
to our relief. The following institutions are named as in suc- 
cessful operation under our patronage in Louisiana : 

The Union formal School in New Orleans is under the im- 
mediate charge of Miss llosetta A. Coit, an able and efficient 
principal. This is an institution in which to educate and train 
'teachers ; it has already done much good, and bids fair to 
accomplish more from year to year in furnishing our people 
with suitable teachers. 

Our indebtedness is acknowledged gratefully to the Freed- 
men's Aid Society for the payment of the salary of our prin- 
cipal and assistants. Tuition is therefore free. The institu- 
tion is free from debt, and in all incidental expenses is sell 
sustaining, on a plan adopted under the wise cdMluct of the 
Board of Trust. 

The Thompson University on tin 4 Tcche, in St. Mary*- parish, 
if. tlefacto at present, a graded school with "a primary and 
academic, department in which th^classies and higher mathe- 
matics are taught as in the high schools and academics of our 
country , 

* At present it is under a new principal. Rev. S. C. Better, 
who has entered on duty with the most encouraging prospects. 
And we most cordially and earnestly recommend it to the 
patronage of our people. 

Resolutions followed which call for the Sermon on Education 
yearly according to the discipline, pledging also all our pastors 
to present to their congregations the claims) of the two insti- 
tutions under our patronage. 

/ Periodicals. — The committee express a continued sense 
of irreparable loss from the suspension of the old Few Orleans 
f Advocate, Whether the time has yet come to publish a church 

\ 
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organ in New Orleans being yet questioned, the circulation of 
the other church papers is recommended. The Central Chris- 
tian Advocate, the Worthtcentern, and Methodist Advocate arfe 
mentioned as having each numerous patrons amongst us. 



Itinerancy, Resolved, That the missionary character of 
Methodism, and its greatest power as an agency of the Gospel, 
can oalyhe maintained by keeping up the active iutineranl 
system of the Methodist EpiscopaJ Church. 

E.solved, That the usage which lias grown up within our 
conference (where there are sacral preaching places on one 
diarge) of limiting the labors of the p;ea<?her in charge to 
one place, and giving a local preacher nominally in charge ai 
each of the other places, is at variance with the itinerancy, 
aid is gradually working disastrously to the best interest of 
thechurch and the cause of Christ. 

Resolved, Thai the presiding Elders be requested at the first 
quarterly meeting on each charge, to recommend that the 
work be so arranged that the preacher in charge and the local 
help available, shall supply at stated periods, by rotation, all 
die appointments of the charge. And, that each preacher in 
charge he enquired of quarterly, how often he ha'- preached 
at each of the appointments, on that charge.. (lu C. M.) 

Special Course of St l t dy. —Resolved^ That in the judg- 
ment of the Louisiana Annual Conference, it is necessary to 
the interests of the Southern work, that a special course of 
study be prepared for the preachers of the South, whose 
limited opportunities for education make it impossible for them 
to meet the course of study as now arranged. 

Resolved, That Bishop Scott be requested to present this 
subject to the Board of Bishops for their consideration and 
actioa (L. CM.) 

EDUCATIONAL WoKK.—Besolved, That a committee on our 
Educational Work be appointed, of nine, of which L. C. Mat- 
Uk 8hal l be chairman, four members of which shall be lay 
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men, with instructions to report at the aext Annual session 
of this conference. TLis committee to have authority to call 
upon the Trustees of the Union Norma] School, and Thompson 
University for any information it may desire. 

Lav Delegates to the General < Inference.— 
Resolved, That the disciplinary provision for choosing lay 
delegates be published by the Secretary in the Minutes. It 
is as follows : From each circuit or station, within the hounds 
of the vinnual conference, one layman shall he chosen by the 
last quarterly conference to be held before our next annual 
session. These laymen must be twenty -five years old, and 
have been members of the church in full connection for the 
five consecutive years preceding their election. 

These laymen shall assemble "on the third day of the next 
session" of the Louisiana Conference, at the place of its meet- 
ing. They shall organize themselves by electing a chairman, 
and secretary of their own number. This will constitute them 
an Electoral College. They will then have authority to elect 
two laymen, if our ^conference is entitled to two ministerial 
delegates. If the conference is allowed only one ministerial 
delegate, then the electoral college will chose only one lay 
delegate. 

The Secretary of the Annual Conference will, when advised 
of the organization of the electoral college, give information 
officially of the number to be chosen. 

Let it be understood fully by all. that these laymen, from 
the circuits and stations are not members of the annual con- 
ference, hut only of the electoral college. And that their 
work is only to elect lay delegates, and is supposed to require 
but one day's time at the seat of the conference. This will 
enable men to come who have but little time to spare, and 
could not be present if a week w;;s required. 

Personal. — Complimentary resolutions were pasced, by a 
unanimous rising vote, thanking the Bishop, tin- Secretaries, 
the Pastor and Trustees of First Street Church, for their 
service and labor of love. 
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The members ind friends of the church generally also were, 
thanked for their generous hospitality. 

Special thanks, as already noted in the proceedings, were 
voted to Dr. T. H. Vincent and Dr. Rust. Two other resolu- 
tions are copied entire. 

Rev. Anthony Ross. — Resolved, That we have witnessed, with 
satisfaction, the return of Rev. A. Eoss to his place as a mem- 
ber of this An. Conference by the prompt and unanimous 
vote of liis brethren. And, in consideration of the surplus of 
preachers received this year, the inability of bro. Ross to take 
work out of the city, and his consent being given, we do noAv 
place his name on the Superannuated list. This relation will 
retain him ill his place as a member of the body, with full 
privilege and equal right:', to debate and vote on all questions 
Wore the Conference. 

Rev. J. B. Smith.— Resolved^ That Ave reconsider the vote ad- 
mitting J. B. Smith on trial. Whereupon it was further 
Besohed, That in view of having received more preachers on 
trial than we have work for this year, and desiring to relieve 
the Bishop from the embarrasment caused thereby, the Con- 
ference give presiding EMer Mat-lack leave to withdraw bro. 
Smith's recommendation. Hut we desire to put in our printed 
minutes this testimony: that having fall confidence in bro. 
Smith's integrity and qualifications, we recommend that he 
be employed during the year on any work where an opening 
is found.
